The sounds’ of rebuilding—circular 
Saws, hammers and nails and trucks 
bringing building materials—has been 
underway for more than a month in the 
area struck by the April 3 tornado and: 
building permits issued by Granite City 
@uring April reflect just how much 
damage the “‘mini-tornado’’ did. 

The city last month issued 38 permits 
for construction activity in the area 
struck.by the tornado and estimates of 
the cost of the work reflected by the 
permits totals $393,720. 

‘Additional permits are expected to be 
issued this month and for some time to 
come, according to William Dallas Jr., 


Granite Cty 
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secretary of the city’s inspection 
department. 

The storm-damage repairs were the 
jmajority of the value of permits issued 
during the month of April. A total of 
permits with values totaling $590,34 
were issued, Dallas said. 

Four homes are to be completely 
rebuilt while one is to be razed, the 
permits show. Homes to be rebuilt are 
on Cardinal, National and Delta 
avenues while work also is underway on 
Terminal and Saratoga Avenues and 
portions of the Lexington Subdivision. 

Nine permits were issued for repairs 
on Terminal Avenue with work costing

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Vaughn's, Midto 
charged with Me

One Granite City pharmacy and a 
Granite City pharmacist for another 
face charges of Medicaid fraud as 
the result of an investigation by the 
Illinois Department of Criminal 
Investigation into alleged violations 
of state statutes controlling the sale 
and billing for prescription 
medications, 

They are among nine pharmacies 
and pharmacists named in actions 

» taken asa result of the investigation. 

Charged are Vaughn’s Pharmacy, 
1836 Delmar Ave.; owned by Donald 
Vaughn of Granite ‘City, and the 
manager of Midtown Pharmacy, 
Johnson Road and Wabash Avenue, 
owned by Vaughn and Mayor Paul 
Schuler of Granite City. Both deny 

.-,any knowledge of wrongdoing at the 
two pharmacies. 

Neither Vaughn nor Schuler is 
charged as an individual, but 
‘Theodore M. Raski, the pharmacist 
for ‘Midtown Pharmacy, faces a 
felony charge of violating the state’s 
vendor fraud and kickback statute, a 
felony count of theft and three class 
C misdemeanor charges of 
dispensing a drug other than 9r- 
dered or prescribed. 

According to a spokesman for the 
Illinois Division of Criminal 
Investigation, the charges 


culminate a nine-month undercover 
Medicaid investigation by the DCI 
fraud and forgery bureau of phar- 
macies receiving Illinois Public Aid 
funds. Charges range from 
fraudulent Medicaid billing to drug 
substitution . on prescriptions 
marked non-substitutable. 

A DCI spokesman explained, 
“Undercover agents in a covert 
capacity entered various area drug 
stores with prescriptions marked 
non-substitutable, thereby requiring 
the pharmacies to provide the brand 
name drug and not the generic 
substitute. 


“According to the Illinois Drug 
Formulary, those drugs which were 
requested on the prescription have 
no acceptable substitute. The 
pharmacies then allegedly billed the 
Illinois Department of Public Aid for 
the brand name drug, while sup- 
plying the generic substitute, a 
considerably less expensive drug,” 
the spokesman alleged 


“During the course of the in- 
vestigation, three pharmacies, 
Venture Pharmacy ‘in Fairview 
Heights, Midtown Pharmacy and 
the Médicine Shop in Columbia, Ill., 
were identified as billing the state of 
Illinois for drugs which were neither 
pres ibed nor delivered to agents 
posing as Public Aid recipients,” he 
contended. 


The drug stores involved in these 
schemes received a total $859,999 in 
Medicaid payments from the state 
during the past year, the DCI 
spokesman said, adding, 
“Numerous recipients interviewed 
during the investigation advised 
agents that they never received, nor 
were they prescribed, certain drugs 
billed by (one or more of) the 
pharmacies. 

Raski, who resides in Fairmont 
City, and Vaughn, representing 
Vaughn’s Pharmacy, appeared 
yesterday morning at the Madison 
County state’s attorney's office 
where they were formally presented 
the charges. Representatives of the 
other pharmacies and the: phar- 
macists charged appeared at the St. 
Clair and Monroe County state’s 
attorney's offices. 

Those charged with drug sub- 
stitution were released on their own 
personal recognizance. Those 
charged with fraudulent billing for 
services not provided had various 
bonds set and were released on their 
own recognizance, the spokesman 
said. 2 
He indicated that the investigation 
of Medicaid fraud in the Illinois 
portion of the St. Louis metropolitan 
area is continuing and additional 
arrests are anticipated 

Other pharmacies charged are 
Upfown Drugs, Inc., East St. Louis,

Cahokia Rexall Drugs, Inc., Moody's

Mayor Schuler said yesterday 
afternoon that he was aware an 
investigation was underway ‘for 
quite a while,” and had been 
questioned by DCI agents. “I told 
them I have had nothing to do with 
the operation of the (Midtown) 
pharmacy for the eight years since I 
have been mayor."’ 

Schuler told the Press-Record that 
Raski is paid as the manager and 
has set the policies, but said it has 
never been a policy of the store to 
substitute generic drugs or to bill the 
Department of Public Aid for 
medicine not delivered. 

He added, “I don’t even go in the 
pharmacy. Very infrequently.” 

Asked if he could have profited 
from any violation, Schuler com- 
mented, “I never got any money out 
of the drug store. It has been a 
rather marginal operation since we 
opened. It just never had a profit at 
the end of the year.” 

Vaughn called the charges, ‘‘knit- 
picking” and said the undercover 
agents, ‘Should be on the street 
picking up criminals.” He said that 
if the three generic substitutions or 
misbillings alleged did occur, they 
were unintentional. 


9,000 hearings on assessments

‘One’s mirror image is to blame for 
taxes, the Madison County Board of 
Review tries to convince protesting 
property owners at its assessment 
hearings, which are expected to total 
9,000 by the end of this month. 

Now well past the 7,000 mark in 
hearings for the 1980 tax year (1981 
collection), the review board is meeting 
considerable success in explaining the 
faxing process. 


Not all of the hearing participants 
leave happy, but nearly all indicate 
they have a better understanding of the 
topic. (Most of those appearing at the 
hearings do ‘not get lower 
assessments. ) 

Terryl Francis, an attorney and 
realtor who serves on the Board of 
Review along with Robert Harris and 
Fred Finck, was the chief explainer 
Monday as 60 Nameoki Township 
families gathered at the County 
Board’s meeting room in the basement 
of the Courthouse in Edwardsville. 

Five hours later, the discussions and 
hearings had been completed—only to 
be repeated on ensuing days with dif- 


ferent groups of worried citizens. 

Despite the seriousness of the subject, 
Francis managed to keep his sense of 
humor, and so did most of the tax- 
payers. 

“People are really nice about this,” 
he commented Monday after agreeing 
that taxation is complicated and that 
considerable public concern exists over 
real and assumed inequities—plus 
concern over the size of the tax burden, 
even if equitably determined.

14 ‘dismissed’ teachers recalled

‘The Venice Board of Education 
rescinded letters of honorable 
dismissal for 14 faculty members at its 
meeting Monday night. 

Despite the action in repealing the 14 
notices, an additional 26 teachers in the 
Venice School District still have letters 
of dismissal outstanding against them. 

Venice Superintendent of Schools 
Robert N. Vickers said the selection of 
teachers whose dismissals were 
fescinded “for the most part were 
based on seniority.” . 

In some instances, however, 
dismissal letters were revoked for 

sonnel whose qualifications are not 
duplicated by anyone else with higher 


years of service within the district, he 
pointed out. 

“We prepared the list of faculty 
members whose notices we are 
recommending should be rescinded 
first by taking into consideration both 
seniority and qualifications,” the ad- 
ministrator stressed. 

In explanation, Supt.. Vickers cited 
the background of one teacher whése 
dismissal has been revoked. 

“This teacher is qualified to teach 
health, biology and physical education, 
‘although he has been in the Venice 
District for only three years. No one 
else- in the district has the same 
qualifications,” he said. 

‘Supt. Vickers also mentioned several 
special education teachers with less 


seniority than others in the district. 

“But those in the latter group do not 
have the equivalent qualifications,” he 
commented. 

In response to a question by Board 
President Jack Tolliver, regarding 
when action could be expected in 
rescinding additional notices, Supt. 
Vickers replied, “It appears we may 
not be able to rescind any further 
dismissals until the status of Venice- 
Lincoln Technical Center is determined 
and we find out what's going to happen 
with the Title VI funding.” 


About six teachers with long tenure 
are employed at the adult education

However, there 
was always another (criminal) to take 
the place of the one sentenced. 

“This is not to say we shouldn’t im- 
pose strict sentences. At this point, it 
seems like the only answer, but now it is 
becoming a cost factor and a question 
of space,” Judge Beatty explained, 
adding, “The court system does not 
operate in a vacuum.” 

‘The ultimate answer, in his opinion, 
is for families ‘‘to re-evaluate their 
feelings toward the subject of crime. 
Parents should teach goals, patience, 
discipline and respect to their children. 

Situations, such as parents blowing 
marijuana smoke into the faces of 
listless or crying babies to calm them, 
must be stopped if the children are to 
grow up to be responsible, productive 
citizens, he said. 

Judge Beatty also contended the 
schools should play a major role in 
“teaching how to keep Johnny out of the 
penitentiary. That is just as important 
as reading and writing. The teachers, in 
cooperation with the parents, should

Day lilies make tasty dish t

Few plants found growing. 
wild are more suitable for 
culinary use than the day 
lily. It’s a champ, and every 
part of the plant is edible and 
tasty. 

You should pick and use 
the day lily as you would 
asparagus. Later, the 
flowers can be picked and 
deep fried. All year long, 
except when the ground is 
frozen, the roots and tiny 
tubers can be used. 

The day lily (Hemerocallis 
fulva) is a native of China 

. and was transported around 
this country by itinerate 
peddlers or homesteaders. It 
now can be found growing in 
almost every state and 
Candadian province. The 
day lily likes all soil types, 
with more acid soil 
producing deeper and richer 
flower colors. You say you 
don’t know what a day lily is. 
Yes you do. 

It looks like wide-leafed 
grass. During June and July, 
it has an organge trumpet 
shaped flower — lily-like — 
which lasts only'a day. Some

Carcasses are inevitably 
contaminated during 
slaughter but—once they are 
thoroughly cleaned and kept 
elean as they proceed 
through the plant—they are 
less prone to deterioration by 
micro-organisms, says UMC 
meat scientist William C.

Warning—pools 
can be deadly 


As swimming pools are 
becoming more popular and 
present in our neighborhoods 
there are some important 
safety tips that should be 
observed and followed for a 
safe and enjoyable summer, 
the Long Lake Volunteer 
Fire Department warns. 
Suggested rules are: 


No one should be in or, 


around a swimming pool 
during a thunderstorm, 

All in-ground pools should 
be totally feneed with locked 
gates and above ground 
pools should have ladders 
and steps removed to keep 
small children out when not 
in use. 

All children and non- 
swimmers should have a 
good swimmer present at all 
times: Povls should be 
equipped with a life ring and 
or a shepherd’s crook. 

No electrical appliances 
such as radios, televisions or 
lights should be placed 
where they may fall into the 
pool. All electrical ap- 
pliances, including pool filer 
pumps and buglights, should 
be on a “Ground Fault 
Interruptor,’’ to prevent 
shocks or electrocution. 

It also is a good idea to 


” mark the depths of pools. 


Chemicals are a must in 
pools, butif they are not used 
properly, they become very 
dangerous. Do not use larger 
quantities than recom- 
mended. Keep chemicals out 
of childrens’ reach, keep 
containers closed at all times 
when not in use, Do not use 
unlabeled containers. Never 
mix chemicals. 

Never add water to 
chemicals; Always add 
chemicals to water. Wash 


out containers when empty 
and then dispose of them. / 
Wash hands after handling 
chemicals. Store chemicals 
in a cool, dry, clean place ' 
and maintain —_ good 
housekeeping _ procedures. 
Use only clean utensils.to 
handle chemicals and do hot 
use the same measuring cup 
for all pool chemicals, a fire 
department |. spokesman 
warned. “f 

Cleaning filtering systems 
also can be very dangerous. 
Never remove the top from a 
filter if it has any pressure 
‘on it. A relief valve “or 
bleeder valve should be used 
to relieve - pressure, or 
owners may’ break the 
pressure line. ‘i 

“A filter with 20 pounds; of. 
pressure 18 to 24 inches: in 
diameter has enough power 
to kill you if it hits you in a 
vital piace,” the spokesman 
warned. It is advisable if a 
system does not have bleed 
off valves on it to install 
them for protection, ‘he 
added. af 

Kids love to run, jump and 
horseplay around. and .in 
swimming’ pools but this 
practice can cause serious 
injuries and, should not ‘be 
allowed, owners were 
warned. es 

He also warned owners! of 
pools to know: all the |im- 
portant telephone-numbers: 
fire department, ambulance, 
doctor and hospital, and 
keep them close to the 
telephone.

Department hopes these tips 
will help you and your 
friends to have an enjoyable 
summer of swimming and

Action to have four 
structures demolished, 
unless substantial repairs 
are begun immediately, was 
adopted by the Granite City 
Council at its last meeting. 

Structures on which 
demolition proceedings were 
begun are at 2091 Fourteenth 
St., 2629-E. 25th St.; 2540 
Lincoln Ave. and 2913 
Roosevelt Ave. 

By ordinance, the 
demolition notices are sent 
to the owners, notifying them 
that they have 15 days in 
which to begin repairs of 
demolition of the structures. 

If the owners fail to 
comply within the deadline, 
the city then may apply for 
court orders to authorize the 
city to raze the structures. 
Issuance of a court razing 
order gives the owners an 
additional 30 days in which to 
begin repairs or demolitions, 
after which the city may 
legally demolish the 
structures. 

In other business at its last 
meeting, the council agreed 
to withhold any action on 
resolving a drainage 
problem in the 3300 block of 
Mockingbird Lane until after 
the developers have been 
contacted and asked to 
repair the problem.

the city make emergency 
repairs to keep water off the 
street, since it poses a 
hazard to motorists. He 
contended temporary 
repairs would require only 
about 30 minutes. 

Rough estimates put the 
cost of permanent repairs at 
about $10,700 and Warfield 
commented, ‘I don’t know if 
we have that kind of 
money.” 

Mayor Paul Schuler said a 
lawsuit is contemplated, but 
it is hoped _ private 
discussions _with those 
responsible will solve the 
problem. Earlier the council 
had been told that the con- 
struction of a house blocked 
the natural flow of drainage 
in that area and has caused 
flooding of the road after 
rainstorms. 

Bids were opened from 
three firms for a heavy-duty 
brush cutter and were 
referred to the city’s 
sanitation committee to 


,study. The bids ranged from 


$300 to $1,525 for different 
kinds of equipment. 

Since the equipment is 
needed immediately to begin 
cutting grass and brush, the 
council authorized the 
committee to award a 
contract on the basis of the 
lowest bid meeting the city’s 
specifications “and the 
council will ratify the con- 
tract at its next meeting. 

Alderman Everett Morlen 
asked the city engineer to 
investigate the feasibility of 
the city capturing the blast 
furnace gas openly burned 
by Granite City Steel and 
using it in the sewage 
disposal plant's sludge in- 
cinerator. 

City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer said Tuesday that 
Terrance McMillan, 
superintendent of the sewage 
treatment plant, had studied 
that idea once before and 
found that the gas being 
burned off by the steel 
company is a low-grade gas 
and will not burn without 


being augmented with 
natural gas. 

It would not be worth the 
expense of capturing ‘it, at 
this time, ‘‘but that does not 
mean it may not be recon- 
sidered some time in the 
future,” Brewer said. 

With rising fuel prices, it 
has become cheaper to haul 
wet sludge to the dump than 
to operate the city’s sludge 
incinerator, which has to 
have quite a bit of fuel added 
to the sludge before it will 
burn properly, the council 
has been told in the past.

began using many alternatives which 
were intended to keep property taxes 
from-getting out of hand, but didn’t. 

“Considering the sums which have 
¢ome to local governments through 
federal and state grants, local budgets 
have more than doubled in that time. 

“More people are / requiring. the 
services that our tax dollars provide. 
‘And it costs twice as much now to buy a 
fire truck as it did)in, 1975. The cost of 
blacktopping or spreading road oil and 
¢hips has doubled in three years. 

‘*Most of the increase in taxes can be 
attributed to steady growth of govern- 
ment. In 1950, one out of 20 people 
worked for state or local governments; 
in 1980, one out of ten people. 

“Regulations, many unheard of a 
decade or two ago, also can be costly. 
We pay for them through taxes, and 
they also cost in non-tax ways by ad- 
ding to the expense of buying and 
maintaining a home. 

“Such rules add to assessments, 
because when the cost of replacement 
or new construction goes up, the 
assessable value of all property goes 
up. Regulations also increase taxes by 
contributing to the general inflationary 
pressure in the economy.” 

Which is the villain—taxing or 
assessing? One might as well ask: 
Which came first—the chicken or the 
egg? 

Francis points out to property owners 

that every Madison Countyan is in one 

or the other of two community college 

districts, plus the county itself, a 

township and a school district. There is 

ino escaping this fact; the boundary 
lines leave no ‘no man’s land.” 

He adds, ‘‘Some people also are in 
‘one or more of the following districts: a 
city, a sewer district, a levee or 
drainage district, an airport district, a 
fire district, a water district, a hospital 
district, a street lighting district, a 
library district and a park district. 

“Each taxing body ‘sets its own 
budget—the amount of money it will 
Spend for services. 

“All or part of that budget is met by 
property taxes. Other revenue sources 
may include federal and state grants, 
‘sales taxes, motor fuel taxes, fines, fees 
‘and corporation income taxes. 

“Each taxing body has a rate partly 
determined by the. total assessed 

* valuation within its district. Your 
WZ jassessment is added to those of 
everyone else who owns property. 

“The total of all these assessments is 
divided into the portion of the budget to 
be raised by property taxation. 

“For the 1979 tax year (1980 collec- 
tion)| there was a $1,068,071,846 
‘assessment of all non-exempt property 
in Madison County; at one-third of 
value, this indicates the total value was 
$3,204,215,538. 

“The $1,068,071,846 was divided into 
the county budget portion to be raised 
by property taxes, $7,175,605. This led to 
a 00.634 tax rate, or 63.4 cents per $100 
valuation. 

“The same type of computation was 
made for each taxing body. When the

rates for all taxing units your property 
is in are added together, the result is 
your combined or total rate. This is 
multiplied by your assessment to 
determine your specific tax bill. 

“Depending on where you live in the 
county, your combined rate can vary 
from a low of $4.12 (some people owning 
property in Collinsville) to a high of 
$10.27 (property owners in parts of 
Alton). 

“A $10,000 assessed value then will 
result in a tax bill ranging from a low of 
$412 to a high of $1,027.” 

If one’s assessment goes up, will the 
tax bill also rise? 

Not necessarily, Francis tells the 
daily gatherings during his -in- 
troductory remarks. He -also has 
authored a booklet, ‘Real Estate Taxes 
in Madison County,” copies of which 
are given out to those awaiting 
hearings. 

He continues, “If budgets remained 
the same, changes in assessments 
would be offset by changes in rates, 
producing the same bills as before and 
the same total revénue. 

“However, there are two ways rising 
assessments can increase your tax bill: 

“1, If your assessment goes up while 
other property owners in your taxing 
districts have no increase. 

“9. If your taxing bodies increase 
their’ budgets because of higher 
assessments, Many rates cannot be 
increased except by a referendum, 
Most school districts, for instance, 
cannot boost their rates without 
majority approval at the polls, for they 
already levy at the maximum rate that 
voters have previously approved. But if 
assessments go up, they can budget 
more money and increase taxes without 
an eleetion. 

“Legislation has been proposed—but 
so far the opposition has prevailed— 
which would limit the power of taxing 
bodies to increase their budgets 
through inflationary increases in 
assessments. 

“Tax rates vary and depend on the 
value of the tax base, the availability of 


other forms of revenue, the time that © 


improvements such as sewers were 
made, and the density of population. 
“It costs less to build and maintain 
country roads than it does city streets. 
But the tax value of property along 
streets is $0 much greater that the cost 
per person for city streets is lower than 
the cost per person for rural roads. 
“Many property owners ask us why 
they have to pay as much in taxes as 
people who have sewers, trash 
collection, police departments, better 
roads, better schools or better snow 
removal. 
“Our answer is that levels of service 
do not correspond to the taxes one pays. 
“Any of the reasons that cause tax 
rates to vary—the base, other revenue, 
timing and density—can account for a 
reduced level of service. For instance, 
when you shop in someone else’s 
district, your sales taxes help pay for 
his municipal services—providing a 
shop-at-home incentive. 


“Many also ask about the concept of 
assessing at 33 1-3 percent of value. 

“Tilinois law requires assessments at 
one-third of market value. But it 
defines that one-third by saying we 
must use sales ratio studies for three 
years to see whether a- particular 
assessing unit is at one-third. 

“In these inflationary times, using a 
three-year ratio usually results in a 
true assessment level of about 29 
percent of market value after 
multipliers are applied. 

“On a one-year basis, the sales ratio 
studies show that—for 1980, prior to any 
adjustments made by the Board of 
Review—the levels of assessment in 
Madison County varied from 20.32 
percent in Olive Township to 34.04 
percent in Nameoki Township. Thes¢ 
levels increase'or decrease as the 
review board increases or decreases 
assessments in a township.” 

So, to make a long story a bit shorter, 
\who’ is responsible for the size of 
property tax bills? 

Francis responds, ‘‘We are not the 
persons to complain to about taxes. We 
hear assessment complaints, meaning 
complaints ‘about the values of 
property. If your property is assessed 
in line with all other property in your 
assessment district, you have a proper 
assessment. 

“The place to complain about high 
taxes is the governing body of each 
taxing district you pay taxes to, such as. 
your city council, school board, county 
board, levee district board or park 
board. These are the people who vote 
the budgets. 

“You might also have to complain to 
your neighbor about his demand for 
additional police protection or better 
drainage or additional road main- 
tenance. Such requests may have led to 
the budget being raised. 

“You also may have to complain to 
your state legislators or your 
congressman and senators, as they 
may require your local units of 
government to hire more judges, to 
administer an assessment exemption, 
or to build a sewage treatment plant. 

“These are just examples. But it is 
true that many increases in the budgets 
financed by property taxation, have 
been forced on the local taxing bodies 
by state and federal regulations.”

Plan hearings on university recommendations 


Hearings on the recently 

. released recommendations 
of the Planning Advisory 
Committee (PAC) at 
Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville have been 
scheduled May 15; 19 and 20, 
according to Jane Altes, 
assistant vice president for 
academic programs and 
chairperson of the’ com- 
mittee. 

In the introduction of its 
draft report, the PAC noted: 
“SIUE needs a planing 
model which details the kind 
of university it should 
become.” 

The assistant vice 
president explained, ‘While 
the report does not attempt 
to resolve all issues facing 
the University, nor does it 
detail all actions which must 
be taken to implement the 
plan proposed, it provides an 
overall model which can 
serve as a framework for 
more specific decisions 
which must be made.” 

‘The discussion report and 
background materials, 
which have been made 
available in all department 
and School offices and many 
other units on campus, focus 
on academic programs, the 
student body, research and 
public service, and conclude 


with a request for assistance 
from the rest of the 
University in the review of 
the document. 

“In the discussion draft, 
the PAC briefly describes 
the process it used to develop 
its conclusions and im- 
plications,” Jane Altes said. 
“Jt recommends that SIUE 
in a resource conscious 
fashion, explicity address 
itself to the postsecondary 
education needs and 
demands of persons in the 
Southwestern Illinois region, 
while seeking to develop 
some programs which will 
attract students from beyond 
this area.” 

In an announcement to the 
University community, 
President Earl Lazerson, 
who extablished the PAC in 
January, 1980, said hearings 
would be held on the draft 
report during the spring. The 
PAC will revise its recom- 
mendations as necessary 
and deliver a final report to 
the president. An additional 
review of the final report will 


be conducted in the fall, the 


president said.

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Superstitions in early Illinois

Life in‘early Illinois was, 
for the woman, a cycle of 
marriage, childbirth, family 
care, death. The fact that it 
was shared by so many other 
women did not make her fate 
any easier. There were 
probably just as many 
unhappily married men and 
women then as now, but 
divorce was not the ready 
solution that it is now. 

Faced with a difficult life, 
it is no wonder that women 
looked for omens that it 
would be happy, or that they 
tried any available means to 
€ase it. Cats were often said 
to give such signs: If a cat 
sneezed near or rubbed 
against the bride on her 
wedding day, the marriage 
would be a happy one. 

On the other hand, if it 
rained on her wedding day— 
always a bad sign—it was 
because she did not feed the 
cats. Stepping on a cat’s tail 
signified marriage, good or 
bad, within a year. If hap- 
Piness depended upon the 
husband's fidelity, she could 
keep him at home by burying 
his shoes by the front porch 
with the toes pointing 
towards the front door. 

After securing her 
husband, whose attitude 
may well have been that of 
Eliza Farnham’s character, 
“I reckon that women are 
some like horses and oxen, 
the biggest can do the most 
work, and that’s what I want 
one for,” it is not surprising 
that so many. superstitions 
resulted in easing the life of a 
married woman. Primary 
among the woman’s duties 
was the production of 
children. 

“There were several means 
of inducing pregnancy, and 
since sons were preferred 
over daughters, there were 
also means of determining 
the sex of the expected off- 
spring. The burden of en- 
suring a son frequently 
rested upon the male, 
suggesting that women 
favored, and thus kept 
alive, beliefs that involved 
the husband’s behavior. 

For example, the sex of a 
“baby could be determined by 
where the husband hung his 
trousers, especially on which 
side of the bed. However, 
traditions split about fifty- 
fifty as to whether the right 
or the left side would 
guarantee the desired son. 

Another variation held 
that hanging the trousers on 
the bed-post would affect the 
cause, but whether 
negatively or positively is 
uncertain. Presumably the 
garments had tobe in the 
appropriate place during 
intercourse, since the one on 
which all informants agreed 
was that to be sure of having 
, aon, the man must wear his 

boots during the conception. 

If he discovered that his 
wife was pregnant and was 
uncertain as to whether he 
had ‘observed the necessary 
prerequisite, he could 
always climb up on his roof 
ahd sit on the chimney for 24 
hours. Whether. one 24-hour 
stint would be successful is 
unknown, but it may have 
been that a woman could 
park her husband up there 
more than once to assure 
herself a few nights of 
uninterrupted sleep. 

Of course there were 
things a woman could do to 
ensure having a son. She 
could walk under a mare’s 
neck, but if she did so, she 
may well carry the child for 
11 months,’ and no man 
wanted his wife pregnant 
two additional months. 
Besides, the horse could 
move suddenly and frighten 
her, in which case the baby 
might be “marked.” 

Household chores had ta. be} 
curtailed; sweeping under’ 

the bed while pregnant 
would cause the baby to be 
* efoss-eyed (brooms. were 


capable of a great many 
evils); reaching |to the 
clothesline could cause the 
umbilical cord to wrap 
around the fetus’ neck and 
strangle it; even walking 
under the clothesline was 
dangerous for the same 
reason. Outdoor movement 
became somewhat restricted 
because of the danger of 
seeing a snake or being 
frightened by an animal, 
resulting in a deformed 
baby. 

Pregnancy was not only a 
normal state of affairs, it 
was catching. Used or wet 
diapers left in a woman's 
house, especially under her 
bed, could cause) her to 
become pregnant. So could 
laying an infant on| her bed 
during a visit, unless the 
infant has first lain on its 
parents’ bed. Leaving ar- 
ticles of men’s clothing on 


the bed 
hazardous. 
Superstitions © regarding 
clothing on the bed may well 
have been maintained to 
encourage neatness, just as 
the belief that taking the last 
bit of food from the serving 
dish would cause a girl to 
remain single must have 
encouraged good manners 
and curbed greediness. 
‘There were so many pit- 
falls for the would-be bride— 
breaking dishes, burning 
food, seeing her reflection in 
the water while making 
coffee, allowing someone to 
sweep too near her, to 
mention only a few—that it 
was a wonder anyone ever 
got married. However, most 
of these beliefs probably 
aided the mother’s attempt 
to train her daughter to be a 
careful, modest, frugal wife.

If you’re like many people, 
you're probably occasionally 
tempted to buy something on 


t 


an impulse. And, you've also 
probably experienced the 
regret that comes with 
buying an item you ‘‘just 
thought: you couldn’t. pass 
up” when you run short of 
money later on to buy 
something else | more 
necessary or practical. 

Impulse buying is neither 
all good or all bad, depen- 
ding on the specific cir- 
cumstances. 

Impulse buying can be 
helpful if the purchase fits in 
with your overall spending 
plan, will not undermine 
more important goals or 
expenses, is truly a bargain 
or will help you increase 
your income, is part of a 
realistic goal even though 
you hadn’t yet decided on 
when you would make the 
purchase or if-it makes you 
feel good for a long time. 

However, impulse ‘buying 
does more harm-than good if 
such spending means that 
you cannot byy more im- 
portant items when you nged 
them, your satisfaction ven 
the item is less than it might 
have been if you had more 
carefully thought through 
the purchase, was prompted 
by fear, worry, hate, 
revenge or high (spirits or 
upsets your.‘ money 
management plan. 

Keep the following 
guidelines in mind: when 
you're tempted to ~ spend 
money on an impulse for 
something you’ hadn’t in- 
tended to buy at the time: 

— Go on fewer. shopping 
trips to reduce temptations. 

— Leave your credit cards 
at home if being able to 
charge items increases your, 
likelihood of buying—thinj 
you hadn’f planned 
purchasing. 

— Think 
decisions on major/pur- 
chases and remind yourself 


y- 

ajor_ pur- 
chase decisios, Putting 
some distance /between the 
temptation and your wallet 
may help you consider it 
more clearly. It’s often a 
good idea to look one day and 
buy on another. 

— Make a shopping list 
and stick to it as you shop to 
cut down on temptation! 

— Allow a certain amount 
of money for each family

A long time ago, I learned 
that the only thing in. this 
world that any of us has a 
fair chance of being well, is 
what we truly are. 

If you translate that into a 
collective description of 
Granite City, it means very 


simply that this town and its 
people have a. igreat op- 
portunity to be one of the 
finest industrial centers in 
these United States. 

But it also means that we 
have to have the stomach to 
accept the inconveniences 
and~- ecological disad- 
vantages of being good at 
what we are. 

You know, though, when 
all the dust finally settles on

But+if my insight is 
reliable, I suspect that even 
prosperity beyond our 
wildest. dreams  won’t 
completely cleanse the acrid 
aftertaste of the way in 
which the decision was 
made.

But even that shouldn't 
bother two out of three of the 
people in Granite City. 

After all, that’s the way 
it’s been happening for the 
past eight years, and two out 
of three of you voted to let 
the man in charge know that 
what he’s been doing is okay 
with you.

Court affirms agreement as valid 


To the Editor 

A decision handed - down 
recently in the Circuit Court 
for the Third Judicial Circuit 
of Lllinois, in Madison 
County, in effect affirms the 
validity of union contracts 
and the obligation of boards 
of education to comply with 
articles of agreement. 

The case involved five 
Granite City teachers who 
sued the Board of Education, 
School District 9, Madison 
County, Mlinois and Com- 
munity Unit School District 
9, Granite City, on behalf of 
the members of Granite City 
Federation of Teachers 
Local 743 in an-effort to make 
the board live up to its 
agreement regarding the 
number of teachers to be 
employed and the cost of the 
salary schedule. 

They argued that the 
board failed to hire the full 
complement of teachers as 
stipulated in the contract, 
and so did not expend the 
amount of money specified. 

The school board offered 
several’ arguments in 
defense in an effort to justify 
failure to comply with the 
contract provisions. 


the 
in an 


They claimed that 
local had . engaged 
illegal strike and, in so 
doing, violated the 
“Equitable Doctrine of Clean 
Hands.” 

The court questioned the 
facts presented by the board, 
but stated that even if the 


facts were valid, a strike” 


would not be of sufficient 
equitable nature to bar 
compliance with the con- 
tract. 

The board claimed that 
union members had erijoyed 
the benefits of the contract 
by accepting paychecks 
during the course of the 
court proceedings. 

The court held that, in fact, 
union members were not ina 
position to take any action 
before they were able to 
prove the board’s non- 
compliance, 

Another board defense was 
that the plaintiffs had slept 
on their rights in that they 
did not bring the lawsuit for 
quite a period of time after 
they knew or should have 
Known of the. shortfall -of 
teachers, 

The court ruled that the 
board was, in fact, in a 


superior position _ of 
knowledge and further, that 
they did not share the in- 
formation ina manner which 
could justify their argument, 

The court did not agree’ 
with all of the union’s con. 
tentions, nor did it grant all, 
vemedies requested. , 

It did, however tule. 
favorably | on the main issue. 

In so doing, it made clear) 
that the  board- -union) 
‘agreement is valid and) 
binding and must be honored’ 
by the parties involved, 

The final ruling directed) 
that judgment be entered in 
favor of the plaintiffs as 
representatives | of all 
members of the bargaining 
unit to wit: 626, in the 
amount of $51,000, plus ‘costs 
of the .suit; that ‘all af- 
firmative defenses be 
denied; and that the relief 
requested in Count II .be 
denied. 

In Count II,.the union ‘had 
requested that the court’s 
decision should include the 
second year of the contract. 

The court felt that the 
second year should be, 
considered independently.

Wants voters to propose and pass laws 


To the Editor: 

This week, the Llinois 
Senate has 750 bills on its 
calendar. The Senate will 
have to consider one bill 
every three minutes to meet 
its calendar in a: 40-hour 
week, 


This is just a warm-up for 
the “June madness,”” when 
our legislatures tries to deal 
with 5,000 bills, budgets, and 
politics in the closing days of 
its session. 

Our legislators will miss 
roll calls, vote on bills they 
don’t understand, make 
mistakes — and they may 
even raise their own pay. 

Voter frustration and 
anger at our elected 
representatives will con- 
tinue. 

Since the turn of the 
century, voters in 22 states 
have ‘been correcting 
legislative mistakes and? 
excesses by propsing laws by 
petition and enacting or 
rejecting them at elections. 

Voters at elections can’t 
enact 1,000 laws a year like 
the legislature does. But they 
can correct a few-mistakes, 
like “lame duck” payraises, 
double dipping and political 
junketing. And ‘they can 
advance a few good ideas of 
their own, like property. tax 
relief, an open primary, or a 
crackdown on. hazardous 
waste dumps. 

An initiative constitutional 
amendment would give the 
voters, all six million of 
them, a ‘‘check and 
balance’”’ to correct 
Politicians when they act 
with arrogance, stupidity: or 
incompetence. 

Our amendment provides 
that if 200,000 Illinois voters 
sign a petition proposing a 
law, that proposal is 
automatically introudced. in 
the General Assembly in 
much the same way one 
single legislator can now. 
introduce a bill. 


The citizen proposal could 
either be approved by the 
legislature within 90 days or 
be submitted to six million 
voters at an election, 


The legislature could also 
propose an alternative to be 
placed on the ballot side by 
side with the citizens’ 
measure, The voters in the 
election could then enact one 
of the proposals or. reject 
them both. 

Forty-two initiatives in 
other states did make it onto 
the ballot in 1980. 

Only 17 of them passed — 
five involved - political 
reforms, like - lobbyist 
financial disclosure; six 
involved changes in tax 
lawe; two imposed 


limitations on nuclear 
wastes; one concerned state’ 
housing loans; one allowed” 
dove hunting; and two 
established state lotteries, 
We're petitioning now for a 
binding vote in 1982 on a 
constitutional amendment to 
let Illinois voters decide 
whether they should be able 
to propose and enact laws 
directly on the Illinois ballot. 
Any of your readers who 
would like a petition to help 
us collect the 252,000 
signatures required to get on

The Big Ten Con- 
ference, long known as 
one of the top collegiate 
athletic leagues in the 
country, has opened itself 
to public scrutiny and 
shown its true colors in 
the University of Illinois- 
Dave Wilson case 
Because of it, the Illini 
have been placed on three 
years probation by the 
Big Tey faculty com- 
mittee and barred from 
any post-season play in 
ANY sport for two season. 
‘Also, the school may not 
share in any of the con- 
ference’s television 
revenue for two seasons. 
That could amount to 
over a million dollars. ; 

To set the record 
straight, here’s what's 
happened: [Illinois 
football 
White, in his first year on 
the job, last season signed 
a quarterback who 
transferred from a junior 
college in California — 
junior Dave Wilson. Now, 
Wilson had a problem, it 
turned out. Ih his first 
game of his freshman 
year, on the FIRST play, 
Wilson “sustained an in- 
jury and was out for the 
season. He even dropped 


coach Mike ~ 


out of junior college, But 
he came back and played 
the next two seasons 
there. But The Big Ten, in 
its infinite wisdom, 
decided that Wilson, since 
he had started to play his 
freshman season, was 
eligible for only. one 
season at Illinois, instead 
of two. And the season he 
could play would be the 
1981 season, NOT 1980. 
Wilson went to court and 
got an __ injunction, 
allowing him to play last 
season. Late last month, 
the guacomole hit the fan 
when the conference 
announced its sanctions. 

The reaction in 
Champaign, as expected, 
was outrage. Serious talk 
erupted about the team 
leaving the Big Ten, an 
85-year old conference of 
which Illinois is a charter 
member and one of the 
largest schools. Several 
coaches, including White, 
have said they'd resign if 
the school accepted. the 
penalties. 

‘The conference may be 
hedging a bit on the 
sanctipns. Earlier this 
week, it announced that 
they would become ef- 
fective in September 
instead of June 1, as 
originally announced. But 
that’s not enough. The 
faculty committee has 
questioned the integrity 


of the University of . 


Illinois. And Illini of- 
ficials shouldn't stand for 
it. 

And they won't. 

In a statemept earlier 
this week, Illinois 
Chancellor John Cribbet 
said the school would like 
to remain in the Big Ten 
since it is Illinois’ natural 
athletic home. But he said 
remaining would be hard 


to do if some changes 
weren’t made in the 
sanctions. 

Consider this: An old 
lady is given the death 
penalty for not putting a 
penny in the parking 
meter while ‘a convicted 
murderer is given a $5 
fine. 

It’s the same prificipal 
when you consider the 
penalties handed out to 
schools who blatantly and 
immorally -violate NCAA 
rules by altering students 
grades, falsifying tran- 
scripts, giving under-the- 
table payoffs. Illinois has 
done none of these things. 
In fact, most believe the 
school has done 
NOTHING wrong. 

They haven't done 
anything wrong. It’s just 
that the Big Ten can’t just 
stand back and let 
something like this go on. 
Illinois was just obeying a 
COURT ORDER. Wilson 
went to court for the in- 
junction, not the U of I. 

Pulling out of the Big 
Ten would be hard to do. 
Illinois and the Big Ten go 
together. But not at the 
expense of letting the 
conference get away with 
garbage like this. In the 
words of an Illinois of- 
ficial, school integrity in 
more important than the 
Big Ten. 

Let’s face it, the Big 
‘Ten wants to keep Illinois 
“nits place.” With one of 
the largest enrollments in 
the nation, the school 
should be an obvious 
threat to win league titles 
in most sports, But in the 
late 1960s, the school was 
hit hard by sanctions 
involved with the old 
“slush fund’’ scandal. It 
involved payoffs to 
athletes.

On Aug. 31, 1909, in Frank- 
furt, Germany, Sahachiro 
Hata and Paul Ehrlich in- 
jected a syphilitic rabbit 
with a compound from a 
bottle labeled “606.’’ One day 
later, no infectious 
organisms were found in the 
sores. 

One month 
rabbit was cured. A 
monumental moment in 
medicine: Ehrlich’s magic 
bullet — a chemotherapeutic 
cure for syphilis. 

Magic? There was no 
magic. 

Theré was knowledge. 
Knowledge of the infectious 
organism that caused the 
disease. Knowledge of. the 
chemistry of ‘compounds 
which specifically enter the 
infectious organism. 

Knowledge of how to altar 
the structure of such 
chemicals so that they would 
kill the orgaism and not be 
toxic to the host. There was 
knowledge, ‘and the ap- 
plication of that knowledge, 
to improve our health and 
well-being.

contribute new knowledge in 
the future that will allow us 
to expand our Human 
potential. But we must also 
recognize our own respon- 
sibilities for better health. 

Over seventy years have 
passed . since Ehrlich’s 
breakthrough. The causes of 
hundreds of diseases have 
been understood, and cures 
have been applied. 

Our average lifespan has 
increased from 49 years in 
1909 ‘to 73 years in 1979, 
almost entirely because of 
medical advances that have 
sharply reduced infant 
mortality from’ infectious 
diseases. 

But-young and old,| male 
and female, rich and poor 
are still afflicted, stil] ren- 
dered. helpless _—_and, 
ultimately — as must to all 
— still touched by death. 

We cry oat for ‘magic 
bullets” not yet available in 
our medical arsenals. 

They cannot and will, not 
be available until we un- 
derstand the cellular- 
molecular ‘causes of these 
diseases and can effectively 
intervene physically, 
chemically and biologically 
in their cure. 

Dramatic discoveries of 
the future will arise from our 
understanding of the 
biological foundations of 
health and disease — and the 
realization that each of us 
has a unique - human 
potential bounded, by three 
limiting dimensions: 

1. The genetic information 
in the single fertilized egg 
provided by a father and 
mother. 

2. the physical, chemical 
and. biological conditions 
within the uterus during, the 
development of the egg to a 
viable baby and in that 
external environment of the 
egg to a viable baby and in 
that external environment in 
which we spend all our days 
once born. 

3. The limits of the en- 
vironment of taste, sound, 
touch, sight and smell which 
shape our psychological, 
behavioral, emotional and 
intellectual capacities. 

It is the task of medicine to 
explore each boundary with 
a goal of enhancing the 
potential of the individual 
and, in turn, the well-being of 
our entire society 

GENETIC RESEARCH. 

Some of the most dramatic 
advances will come from 
basic research related to 
genes and DNA. 

At present, we know that 
at least 900 different diseases 
are caused by a mutation in, 
or the absence of, specific 
genes. 


Some of these inherited 


disorders are benign and, 


pose few limitations on the 
individual; others are 
terrifying, resulting in 
crippling mental or physical 
conditions or death. 

‘Tests must be developed to 
allow prospective parents to 
know ‘during pregnancy if 
their child may be afflicted 
so they can decide whether 
or not to let the infant be 
born, in my opinion. 

In the past, medicine has 
been able to treat some 
genetic problems by 
replacing missing hormones 
or by altering patients’ diets. 

The magic bullets of the 
future, will involve direct 
intervention to replace or 
modify the ~ genetic in- 
formation within the cells. 
The popular term for this is 
genetic engineering. 

It may soon be possible to 
put together precisely the 
information needed to 
replace missing functions, 
such as manufacturing in- 
sulin, or to produce missing 
enzymes for breaking down 
milk sugar, or to form 
proper hemoglobin. 

It may even-be possible to 
increase our protection 
against infection by boosting 
our own immune response, 
or toalter the level of mental’ 
activity. and stability by 
changing the levels of en- 
zymes within the brain, 

CHANGING OUR EN- 
VIRONMENTS. 

The physical, chemical 
and biological elements of 
our environment are -also 
potential targets for new 
magic bullets. 

Moden technology has 
made our physical en- 
vironment more compatible 
and secure, mainly by 
harnessing diverse forms of 
energy. 

But there are real risks 
associated with. the ‘use of 
atomic and fossil fuel. 
Indeed, unless we can 
control the abuse of nuclear 
energy in the form of atomic 
war, we need not waste our 
efforts on humanistic 
searches for magic bullets. 

Our chemical en- 
vironments can also be 
significantly altered. 


First and foremost, we 
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Biomedical research is key to longer life: 


must provide more adequate 
nutrition to every person 
from the moment of con- 
ception. 

Proper water, minerals, 
trace elements, food energy 
sources, vitamins, and 
essential amino acids must 
be available throughout a 
person’s life. 

The scientific 
breakthroughs will be in 
agricultural productivity 
and distribution, better 
crops, higher nutritional 
values, better irrigation and 
fertilizers, and more ef- 
fective pest controls. 

At the same time, we must 
prevent chemical pollutions 
of our environment by toxic 
elements and compounds. 

We have placed enorm 
burdens on our fragile 
biosphere by both our ex- 
ponential growth in 
population and our wanton 
carelessness. 

The successful fight 
against infectious bacteria 
and viruses is not complete. 
‘There are large sectors. of 
this world where viral and 
ameobic diseases, such as 
dysentery, remain un- 
checked. 

We need new techniques to 
improve immunization 


against infection and to 


block the spread of disease 
by insects. 

The quest by the phar- 
macologist and im- 
munologist to win the battle 
against crippling attacks of 
autoimmune diseases — 
such as arthrtis and 
rheumatism, in which the 
body reacts against itself — 
continues. 

So do attempts to slow the 
aging process and to arrest 
maglignant growth of cancer 
and tumor tissue. 

We have yet to understand 
what causes many 
debilitating diseases, much 
less to prevent their effects. 

If we could discover how to 
avoid rejection of tran- 
splanted tissues, it would be 
possible to replace damaged 
or diseased organs and 
tissues. 

BRAIN FUNCTIONS. 

One great frontier in 
modern biology and the 
behavioral sciences is un- 
derstanding the structure 
and function of the brain — 
the mind-brain paradox. 

How does the brain 
develop in response to its 
genetic programming, its 
physical, chemical, and 
biological environment and, 
above all, its input from the 
five senses during growth 
and development? 

The biochemical 
mechanisms of the brain are 
just becoming clear. 

We are beginning to un- 
derstand what causes pain 
and we are able to relieve it; 
we can alter the state of 
consciousness and enhance 
learning; and we can un- 
derstand complex emotions 
such as love, hate, fear and 
tranquility at the molecular 
level. 

Recent experiments in- 
dicate that specific drugs 
improve short and long-term 
memory. 

It may be possible to in- 
crease. both learning skills 
and the amount of in- 
formation the brain -can 
receive and process. 

If, as some scientists have 
proposed, levels of certain 
enzymes can be directly 
correlated with intelligence, 
then it might be possible by 
genetic engineering to raise 
their level and enhane the 
human intellect. 

Insights from moden 
biology have laid the foun- 
dation for the. future of 
medicine. But the incidence 
of major killers in the United 
States and other in- 
dustrialized countries — 
heart disease, lung cancer, 
stroke, accidents, and 
violence — is determined 
largely by social and 


behavioral factors, such as | 


what we eat, smoke and 
drink, and how we respond to 
life’s stresses. 

Indeed, it has been 
estimated that over half of 
the U. mortality in 1976 
was, in part, due to self- 
abuse; an additional 20 
percent to environmental 
hazards; 20 percent to 
human biological factors; 
and 10 percent to 
inadequacies in health care. 

For many of our health 
problems; then, the “magic 
bullets’”” must come in the 
form of education. 

Each of. us, individually 
and colléctively, must make 
a personal commitment to 
apply the knowledge we have 
to improve our human 
potential. 

At the same time, we must 
continue our search for new. 
knowledge that wil! provide 
ever-expanding _ potentials 
for humankind.

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Starting salaries up 


Finding a good paying job 
may seem unrealistic to 
some 1981 college graduates, 
but starting salaries are 
going up, according to a 
survey released by the 
College Placement Council. 

The results of the survey, 
which includes information 
from University Placement 
Services at Southern Illinois. 
University at Edwardsville, 
indicates starting salaries 
have increased about 13 
percent during the past year. 

The best paying positions 
are available for graduates 
with a bachelor’s degree in 
petroleum engineering. 
They’re expected fo start at 
$26,244, a 10.1 percent in- 
crease since July, 1980. 
Chemical engineers will get 
$24,276. 

Salaries for business 
majors have increased about 
10 percent. The highest paid 
business graduates are 
accountants, starting at 
$16,956: per year. 

Of the scientific diciplines, 
computer science graduates’ 
can expect an annual, 
average starting salary. of 
$19,968, and ‘students ‘ with 
degrees in physical and 
earth sciences will get 
$21,912. 

The humanities and social 
sciences traditionally have a 
limited ‘amount of offers, 
because the survey is con- 


ducted early in, the year. 
Most graduates in this group 
receive job offers later in the 
academic year or following 
graduation and therefore are 
not represented in the mid- 
season report. 

Of the 19 programs sur- 
veyed at the master’s level, 
chemical, engineering is 
recorded as the highest 
salary offer. At $26,340, this 
group increased 12.7 percent 
over last July’s closing 
figure. Geology and related 
geological sciences ranked 
second with an average of 
$25,380. : 

The survey, based on of- 
fers between September, _ 
1980 and March, 1981, was 
collected by 184 placement 
offices and 161 colleges and 
universities.

A new Illinois Supreme Court 
decision which-eould drastically effect 
the outcome of pending lawsuits 
against. Granite City will be discussed 
ina private session by the Granite City 
Council at7 p.m. Tuesday, May 19, one 
hour before the-next regular meeting of 
the council. 

Assistant City Attorney Irvin C. Slate 

Jr., said the Supreme Court’s decision 
changing the method of determining 
responsibility in injury and fatality 
lawsuits is likely to have a direct 
bearing on‘a suit to be tried June 8 in 
Madison County Circuit Court. 
; Mrs, Mary Sweeney of Granite City’ is 
suing the city for injuries she received 
when struck by a Granite City police 
squad car on Niedringhaus Avenue at 
the north side of St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center Dec. 27, 1978. Mrs. Sweeney's 
husband's aunt, Mrs. Dora S. Sparks, 
79, of Granite City, died in the hospital's 
emergency room about 45 minutes after 
the accident. 

‘A lawsuit on |behalf of Mrs. Sparks’ 
estate is yet to be heard in court, but a 
separate suit filed by Mrs. Sweeney is 
ready for jury/selection June 8. Mrs. 
Sweeney Seeks fair and reasonable 
compensation for her injuries and loss, 
well in excess df $15,000. She suffered a 
dislocated right shoulder, abrasions to 


* her left thigh, arm and hand and right 


hand and face, cuts to her mouth and 
chin anda large bump to her forehead, 
according 'to reports at that time. 

The accident occurred when 
Patrolman Don Petrillo received a call 
of a known police character with a gun 
causing a disturbance at Hoppe’s 
Tavern, 2815 Edwardsville Road. The 
call turned out to be a prank or was 
quelled before Petrillo arrived, but 
Petrillo was unaware of that when he 
turned on his car’s red lights, Opticom 
and siren and approached the hospital. 

He turned the siren off when ap- 
proaching the hospital, which is 
standard practice in a hospital quiet 
zone and the two women were unaware 
the police car| was approaching when 
they alighted from a westbound auto in 
mid-block and began crossing 
Niedringhaus Avenue, toward the 
hospital. ¢ 

Petrillo locked the brakes of the 
squad car and swerved to the right, 
attempting to go over the curb and onto 
the sidewalk to miss the women, but the 
right tires slid instead along the curb, 
keeping the car in the street, where it 
struck the women, 

Slate said the defense the city has 
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prepared may no longer be valid and he 
would like to discuss it with the city 
council in private caucus. Under the old 
law, if it could be determined that Mrs. 
Sweeney was negligent and contributed 
to the accident, the city is not liable. He 
planned to show that by crossing in the 
middle of the block, rather than at the 
crosswalk and light, the two women 
contributed to the accident 

However, on April 21, 1981, the Illinois 
Supreme Court rendered a majority 
decision in the case of Alvis vs. Ribar 
abolishing the doctrine of contributory 
negligence and adopting a standard of 
“pure” comparative negligence. 

Under that standard, the city may be 
responsbile for some or ail of the 
damages suffered by Mrs, Sweeney, 
Slate commented, calling the Supreme 
QGourt's decision “very, very 
significant to this case.” 

Portions of an article written by 
Charles Evers III, a Collinsville at- 
torney, explaining the new ruling 
follow. 

The doctrine of contributory 
negligence denied a person recovery if 
he had contributed to the fault of his 
accident. It was developed in the 
common law in an English case, But- 
terfield vs. Forrester in 1809; it was 
first adopted in America in 1824 by the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court. Con- 
tributory negligence became the law in 
Illinois in a series of cases dating from 
1852 to 1894. 

Many times the law produced harsh 
results. A person who was 10 percent 
negligent was denied recovery from a 
person. 90 percent — negligent. 
Legislatures began developing proper 
standards of apportionment, First, 
Congress, in 1908, enacted’ the Federal 
Employer's Liability Act, which ap- 
plied to railroad employees being in- 
jured on the job. Under that law, a 
partially negligent employee was not 
barred from recovery, but his dollar 
award was reduced according to his 
degree of contributory neglegence. 
Similar federal acts were enacted in 
1920 in the Jones Act and Death on the 
High Seas Act. 

Legislatures, beginning with 
Mississippi, enacted comparative 
negligence standards. Mississippi 
adopted the “‘pure’’ form. The came the 
“Wiscoinsin,”’ or ‘‘modified"’ rule. 
Under the “pure” rule, a person 
recovers for his injuries according to 
the relative percentage of his fault. 
Therefore, if you were involved in an 
accident that is ‘the other guy’s fault,” 
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Court ruling may affect GC lawsuits 


to the “extent of 90 percent, he can 
recover 10’ percent of his injuries from 
you. That is true, even if you had only 
hundreds of dollars in damages and the 
other guy had tens of thousands of 
dollars in damages. 

The “Wisconsin” or “modified” rule 


allows a person to recover for his in-' 


juries only if his negligence was not as 
great as the other guy's (51 percent to 
49 percent). 

Until April 21, 1981, a total of 36 state 
legislatures had abolished the con- 
tributory negligence doctrine 
Twenty-three adopted the modified 
approach; 10 the pure approach; two 
went with a slight versus gross stan- 
dard and Georgia had an entirely 
unique system, 

The Missouri Supreme Court adopted 
comparative fault in third-party 
noncontractual indemnity actions, but 
other than that limited area, no state 
supreme court “enacted” such a law 
until the Illinois Supreme Court handed 
down its decision 

The decision was a reminder of the 
Warren Supreme Court of the 1960s, in 
which courts took it upon themselves to 
do, what the will of the people, ex- 
pressed in the legislature, had not 
done; in the name of a ‘‘just and 
socially desirable” result. The Warren 
Court most of the time denied acting in 
a legislative capacity and insisted, that 
it only followed Congess’ guidelines.{ 

But on April 21, 1981, a majority of 
seven members of the Illinois Supreme 
Court declared that Illinois now follow 
the ‘‘pure’”’ form. And, in so doing, the 
Illiriois Supreme Court majority boldly 
stated: ‘‘When such a stalemate exists 
and the legislature has, for whatever 
reason, failed toact.toremetty agap in 
the common law that results in an in- 
justice, it is the imperativbe duty of the 
court to repair that injustice and 
reform the law to the demands of 
society;”” Even the Warren Court was 
not that flagrant. 

In Maki vs. Frelic in 1968, the Illinois 
Supreme.Court said that it was up to the 
legislature to make the change., Since 
1976 alone, six bills have been in- 
troduced to the Illinois legislature to 
abolish contributory negligence. All 
were defeated. Another was pénding at 
the time of the decision. In addition, 
five new laws were introduced and 


passed, which included: contributory 
negligence 


In arriving at its decision, the 


16-inch water main, 
hydrants completed 


With the opening Friday of the new 
16-inch diameter water pipe along 
Madison Avenue, a major connecting 
artery is completed and_ operating 
between downtown Granite City and the 
Nameoki Road area, according to 
Robert L. Jackson, district manager 
for Illinois-American Water Co. 

Flushing and sterilization of the line 
took place last week and the valves 
were opened Friday after two tests, 
conducted 24 hours apart, showed the 
water through the new pipes is clean 
and safe. 

The completion of the water line 
coincided with the completion of 
“Better Water for People Week”’ across 
the United States. 

According| to Jackson, “This new 
main will greatly reinforce the flow of 
water to the northeasterly area of 
town.” A total of 7,006 feet of 16-inch 
pipe was installed, extending from 24th 
Street and Madison Avenue, where it 
connects td a 24-inch main,; nor- 
theasterly along Madison Avenue, 
across the Granite City High School 
South school yard to Jill Avenue and 
Namoeki Road, where it connects to 
and reinforces a 12-inch main near the 
entrance tp the high school and 
Coolidge Junior High School. 

Five new| fire hydrants also were 
installed with the new water line. Three 
are fronting the high school, at the 
requést of| the Granite City Fire 
Department and the Granite City Board 
of Education. Others are at 29th Street 
and Madison Avenue and between 26th 
and 27th streets at Madison Avenue. 

Installing the new pipe involved 
taking up the sidewalk on the north side 
of Madison Avenue, hauling away’ the 
broken concrete and excavated 
material, installing the pipe and back- 
filling with sand which was delivered 


by truck. After the sand was com- 
pacted, forms were set and new 
sidewalks and street crossings were 
poured, Jackson explained. 

He said he would like to explain why 
the water company has kept coming 
back and breaking out sections of the 
new sidewalk and digging both in the 
new sidewalk and street. 

“The reason,” he explained, ‘‘is that 
all residences and businesses, totaling 
233, on Madison Avenue are connected 
to a two-inch galvanized water main 
that was installed in the 1920s. Through 
the years, this two-inch pipe has 
become a source of continuous leaks in 
the street, due to deterioration of the 
metal and weakening of the pipe. 

“The pipe has outlived its usefulness 
and every water service on both sides 
has to be disconnected from this old 
main and tapped into the new main,’ he 
said. 

“After every water line has been 
taken from the old pipe and connected 
to the new pipe, the old two-inch main 
will be put to rest—retired—. To do this 
work, the water company must break a 
hole in the new sidewalk under which 
the new water main lays. After the 
transfer is made, the sidewalk cut is 
repaved. 

“Although this method results in 
more expense for concrete 
replacement, we feel it is better than 
the alternative, which would have been 
to wait until all these changes were 
made before replacing the original 
sidewalk,” Jackson said. 

“Transferring 233 water lines to the 
new main is a slow process and too muh 
time would have elapsed before a new 
sidewalk was poured. To put off the 
paving that has been done would have 
created a great inconvenience to the 
residents along the route. -+ 


“The water company does wish to 
express its appreciation and thanks to 
the people who live on Madison Avenue 
for their patience as the contractor with 
his men and equipment proceeded 
along the sidewalks fronting their 
homes. Also, to the people who travel 
Madison Avenue daily when con- 
struction equipment and dump trucks 
were causing some traffic problems,” 
Jackson added. 

He noted another major rein- 
forcement is planned for this year. The 
water compnay will install a 16-inch 
water pipe from the 24-inch main at 
24th Street and Madison Avenue ap- 
proximately 1,500 feet to 23rd Street 
and Monroe Avenue. The water com- 
pany hopes to extend that pipe next 
year along 23rd Street to Nameoki 
Road. 

“These large-diameter pipe in- 
stallations, although not adding a 
number of new customers to the water 
company system, such as would-be thé 
case in a new subdivision, ‘are 
necessary to meet the demands of fire 
protection and the continuing growth of 
our community. : 

“Just as in our bodies, arteries are 
necessary to move the blood from the 
heart (pump). to all parts of the body, 
large-diameter transmission mains are 
necessary to move the water from the 
pumping’station throughout the areas 
where water service is provided. This 
area includes Granite City, Madison, 
Venice and water sold to the Mitchell 
and Pontoon Beach public water 
districts,” Jackson concluded.

majority of the Supreme Court said: of 
the sic defeated bills: ‘It can be argued 
that the legislature’s enaction in this 
area is ‘attributable to its feeling that it 
is more appropriate, considering the 

story of the question in Illinois, for the 
judiciary to act.’” 

The court rejected the arguments 
that insurance rates would increase, 
that litigation will increase, that 
careless drivers will be rewarded and 
that the legislature should make an in- 
depth analysis prior to enacting such a 
law . 

The court noted that its decision left 
several collateral issues unresolved 
and that lawyers, judges and the people 
of Illinois would have to wait for them 
to decide the issues in future cases. A 
lawsuit filed today, if it made it to the 
Illinois Supreme Court, would take 
nearly four to five yéars. 

The Supreme Court made their 
decision applicable to any case that has 
not yet come to trial, Evers noted in his 
article. 

He said the decision, at this time, 
applies only to negligence cases as 
opposed to intentional acts and cases 
brought under such laws as the Dram 
Shop and Structural Work Act. 

After the city resolves Mrs. 
Sweeney's case, the lawsuit on behalf of 
the late Mrs. Sparks is expected to be 
brought to trial. Net liabilities in the 
two cases could total millions of dollars, 
which is why Slate said he is studying 
the latest Illinois Supreme Court 
decision carefully and wants to consult 
with the council in private session , 
before going to court in Mrs. Sweeney's 
ease.

The Illinois Board of 
Higher Education last 
week approved the plan 
for additional student 
housing at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

The proposal, for which 
the SIU board has authorized 
preparation’ of a program 
scope statement and final 
estimates for construction 
and operational -costs, calls 
for construction of facilities 
to house 672 single students. 

Estimated total —con- 
struction cost is $7.6 million, 
to be financed with revenue 
bonds.

In addition, the university 
believes that because of 
increased costs in tran- 
sportation, the reasonable 
commuting distance to the 
campus should be drevised 
downward from 50 miles to 
15 miles or less. 

The study shows. that in- 
creased transportation costs 
now make it financially 
feasible for students living in 
the 15-50 mile range to live on 
campus. 

Existing on-empus housing 
at SIUE consists of Tower 
Lake Apartments, where 
1,350 married and. single 
students reside. Currently, 
rent is $78 a month per single 
student. és

stakes, cages, or other 
systems that keep fruit off 
the ground. 

Fruit from supported vines 
are better because they have 
less soil rots, are cleaner, 
and: are exposed to more 
sunlight. They are also 
easier to spray, pick, and 
sell. 

There are several ways to 
train tomato plants. The 
most common method is to 
set a stake beside each plant. 
This stake should be 5 to 6 
feet long and 1 to 1% inches 
in diameter. Drive it into the 
ground at least 10-inches. 

When the plants are 12 to 
15 inches high,’ remove all 
but one main stem and tie it 
“loosely to the stake, (Two 
stems may be left if more 
leaf surface is desired.) Use 
soft twine or cloth, As the 
plant’ grows, remove the 
shoots or ‘‘suckers’’ that 
develop between the main 
stem and the leaves up to the 
first fruit cluster. Above the 
first fruit cluster, 


and then pinch off the tips. 


Tie the plant loosely to the 


stake every 10 to 12 inches. 

If the pruning and tying 
system is not for you, try 
growing them in‘a cage. The 
ideal cage is made from 


concrete reinforcing wire. It | 


is rigid and the six-inch holes 
are large enough to get most 
of the ripe tomatoes through.
